Tlie 
resolution of this question requires consideration of the relationship 
between Presidential power and national security on the one hand, 
and the warrant requirement of the Fourth Amendment on the other. 


NATIONAL SECUKirY 

AND Presidential power 

Alexander Hamilton wrote that men could differ regarding the 
creation of a Federal Government but that once such a Government was 
created and made responsible for the defense of the nation, it must be 
given the authority necessary to discharge that responsibility. Hamilton 
recognized that "the circumstances that endanger the safety of nations 
are infinite,” and for this reason, he wrote, no limits should be placed 
on ilhi Oovemme«U&autl)o^Vty,4ii this area, ^ )t95 
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Numerous clcCisions of the United Stiitcs Su^>«me Court, 


moreover, have indicated that the President as Chief Executive, 

possesses powers in foreign and military affairs which are not

dependent on a specific legislative grant but derive from the 
Constitution itself. These decisions have also indicated that the 
Court holds great respect for these powers and that only with extreme 


care will it interfere with them. _ . - '

affairs. The President, not Congress, the Court reasoned, is in a 


better position to be knowledgeable regarding conditions in foreign 


countries. "Secrecy in respect of information gathered by [ Presidential 


sources’ and agents] may be highly necessary, and the premature

Commenting on the 


sensitive nature of foreign affairs and the judiciary's role in this area, 


the Court said: 


"The President . . , has available intelligence services 
whose reports are not and ought not to be published to the 
world. It would be intolerable that courts without the 
relevant information should review and perhaps nullify 
actions of the Executive taken on information properly 
held secret. Nor can courts sit in camera in order to be taken 


into executive confidences. But even if courts could acquire 
full disclosure, the very nature of executive decisions as to 
foreign policy is political, not judicial. Such decisions are 
wholly confided by our Constitution to the political department . . . 
Tliey are delicate, complex and involve large elements of 
prophecy . . . They are decisions of a kind for which the Judiciary 
has neither aptitude, facilities, nor responsibilities and wliich has 
long been held to belong in the domain of political power not 
subject to judicial intrusion or inquii'y . , .'*12 


The Congress has also recognized that the President has certain 


powers in the area of foreign affairs. Title in. of the Omnibus Crime

ControTand Safe Streets Act authorizes the use of electi'onic sux'veillance — 
for certain crimes. Along with the surveillance provisions in the Act, then 


is the following proviso: 


’’Nothing contained in this chapter , , . shall limit 
the constitutional power of the President to take such measures 
as he deems necessary to protect the Nation against actual or 
potential attack or otlier hostile acts of a foreign power, to obtain 
foreign intelligence information deemed essential to the security

THE WARRANT REQUIREMENT 

But the question is raised: Does the Fourth Amendment’s

warrant requirement proliibit the President, acting without a court

order, from authorizing an agency of the Federal Government to utilize 
physical entries directed against foreign powers and their agents? 

Recent wiretap cases shed light on this issue. Prior to 1967, 
the supreme Court decided the legality of electronic surveillance by 
determining wliether or not a trespass was involved; tlie Fourth Amendment 


was violated only if at the time of the installation there was a trespass on

the premises. In the Katz case in 1967, however, the Court held that oral 
communications were protected from unreasonable surveillance by the 
Fourth Amendment and that the mandate of this Amendment required

adherence to judicial process. The Fourth Amendment "governs not only 


the seizure of tangible items^, but [ also] extends ... to the recording 
of oral statements overheard without" trespass.

Intentionally left open in Katz , supra, was tlie qu*estibn'of whether 

safeguards other than prior authorization by a magistrate would saUsfy 

the Fourth Amendment in a situation involving national security. The 

issue unresolved in Katz was partially f.aced by the Supreme Court in

[A] thread . . . runs through the Federalist Papers: that 
the President must take care to safeguard tlie nation from 
possible foreign encroachment, whether in its existence as 
a nation or in its intercourse with otlier nations.

contention that the President is authorized to -act 
uneivcumberod by the Fourth Amendment requirement of 
prior judicial approval and probable cause when he is dealing 
with national security matters.

Thus, it would appear that where the objective of an entry is 
simply to_create the circumstances for monitoring it is actually less 
intrusive than wiretapping. Where the objective of the entry is to 
conduct a physical search, the disparity between wiretapping and a 
physical entry may be narrov/er, and depending on the circumstances, ' 
a physical entry may approach wiretapping in intnisiveness. 

On appeal in the Ehrlichman case, the Department of Justice 
filed a memorandum for the United Slates as amicus curiae [friend of 
the court] , commenting on the legality of the different forms of

The document spocLCies: 


”It is the position of the Dojiartment of Justive 
that such activities must be very carefully controlled. 
There must be solid reason to believe that foreign 
espionage or intelligence is involved.' In addition, 
the intrusion into any zone of e^qiected privacy must 
be kept to a minimum and there must be personal 
autliorization by the President or the Attorney General. 
The United States believes that activities so controlled 
are lawful under tlie Fourtii Amendment. In regard to 
warrantless searches related to foreign espionage or 
intelligence, the Department docs not believe there is a 
constitutional difference between searches conducted by 
wiretapping and those involving physical entries into 
private premises. One form of search is no less serious 
than another. It is and has long been the Department’s 
view that warrantless searches involving physical entries

CONCLUSION

Numerous decisions of the United States Supreme Court have 
recognized that the President, as Chief Executive, possesses powers in 
foreign and military affairs which are not dependent on a specific 
legislative grant but derive from the Constitution itself and that the 
Constitution has given the President great iatitude in. determining the 
nature and e.xtent of the danger to the nation and the means to resi^ it. 
Concerning the judiciary’s role in tins area, the Court has emphasized 
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that it v/oulcl iiiterXcrc with the President's powers only wi^li extreme

In a communication of April 5, 1976, the New York

The review showed a total of 73 entries directed against such 
groups as the CPUSA, the SWP, Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) , and the Weather Underground. Of the 73 
entries, 31 have been reported previously to the Department. 


Since documents of this nature have been located in 
the New York Office, it is possible that similar material exists 
in the field offices. To insure our full compliance with the 
Department's inquiry, we will stirvey all field offices for 
documents of this nature.
